ID NO: 61, was deposited with the American 1^ Culture Collection (ATCC) April 27. 1999 and 
was giva ATCC deposit number 203971. Accordingly, the deposited material has been accepted 
for deposit under the Budapest Treaty on the International Recognition of the deposit of 
Microorganisms for the Purposes of Patent Prwedure and all restrictions on the availability to the 
public of the material so deposited will be irrevocably removed upon granting of the patent The 
deposit will be maintained for a term of at least 30 years and at least five (5) years after the most
